Bssie, as her friends called her, 
came from a New York background. 
She held a Master's Degree in po- 
litical science and graduated from 
Yeshiva University's Teachers’ Insti- 
tute for Women as a Hebrew teacher. 
‘She had been active in the Miz- 
rachi Organization and instilled in 
her pupils a love for Israel and 
her own pioneermg spirit. 

Essie was a young woman who 
loved people, who was always in- 
viting friends to her and who had 
been so anxious to return to Ramat 
Hamagshimim when she and her 
children were evacuated during the 
Yom Kippur War. 

I knew her for seven or eight 
years, maybe longer. We were mem- 
bers of a group of folk-dance Jead- 
ers at the New York Annual Israel 
Folk Dance Festival. Essie was 2l- 
ways leading, giways dancng, al- 
ways doing things.

New constitution proclaimed 


BELGRADE (UPI). — Yugoslavia 
yesterday proclaimed a new consti- 
tution putting more political and eco- 
somic power in the hands of ordin- 
ary workers and providing for a 
collective leadership to run the 
country after pendent Tito dies or 
retires. 

Tito stayed home on his doctors’ 
advice and. did not attend a ParHa- 
ment session at which the 40,000- 
word constitution, Yugoslavia's 
fourth since 1946, was proclaimed. 


Tito, who will be 82 on May 25, 
has Seen advised*to have a com- 
plete rest following exhaustive en- 
gagements in January and earlier 
this month, government officials sald, 


The constitution streamlines the 
government and Communist Party 
apparatus, reducing the current 23- 
man state Presidium to a more effi- 
ecient nine-man body, a collective 
leadership to run the country once 
there is no Tito. 


The nine will be representatives 


of Yugoslavia's six constituent repu- 
dlics and two provinces and the pre- 
sident of the country's Communist 
Party. 


Marshal Tito will be re-elected 
president of the republic with an un- 
limited mandate, but, with his de- 
parture from the political scene, the 
post will apparently cease and the 
head of state will be head of the 
presidium. 


The new Federal Assembly will 
consist of two chambers instead of 
the previous five: a delegated federal 
chamber of 220 members and ἃ 
chamber of republics and provinces 
of 88 members, 

Local and parliamentary elections 
will be held in March and April with 
most current deputies ineligible for 
re-election under the terms of the 
new constitution. A new parliament 
will meet in the first session in mid- 
May when, under the constitution 
Tito will be named President for 
life.

ATLANTA, Georgia (Reuter), 
The editor of the “Atlanta Constitu- 
tion" newspaper was missing yes- 
terday in what was feared to be the 
second case of a kidnapping by a 
radical political group in the U.S. 
within a month, 

A spokesman for the newspaper 
confirmed that editor Reg Murphy 
had been missing since Wedensday 
night. 

He said the newspaper was aware 
of reports that an Atlanta television 
station had received a telephone call 
from a man Identifying himself as 
@ member of the “American Revolu- 
tionary Army," saying the army had 
abductéd Murphy. 

The report of Murphy's abduction 
came two weeks after the kidnapping 
of newspaper heiress Patricia Hearst 
in San Francisco by a group calling 
itself the Symbionese Liberation 
Army. 

Murphy, 39, was last seen Wed- 
nesday night when he stepped into 
the car of a man who called at his 
house. The editor was reported to 
have told his wife he was meeting 
@ man he had previously worked 
with on a news story. 

Within hours, both the “Constitu- 
tion” and television station WAGA 
received telephone calls from a per- 
son claiming to have abducted 
Murphy. No ransom demands were 
made in the cals. Murphy was des- 
cribed by a colleague as a man of 
“no” great “wealth.”

wan Great Power guarantees of 
peace settlements among 
m sMmalier states are, accord- 

ing to the view prevalent 
in this country, not worth the paper 
on which they are written. The 
Israeli experience seems to under- 
score the unreliability of any out- 
side commitments; in the end, 8 
country must be able to defend itself, 
But in fact many guarantees have 
in the past been effective, under 
the right conditions. The important 
question is whether these conditions 
apply to such situations as the cur- 
rent Middle East conflict. 

In Mterature and statements from 
abroad one often encounters the 
opposite view, equally absolute. 
Great Power guarantees are as- 
gumed to be automatically effective. 
It seems inconceivable to some 
well-intentioned observers, particu- 
larly those writing from a Great 
Power perspective, that solemn ob- 
ligations undertaken by the more 
powerful on behalf of the less power- 
Tul would even be challenged, let 
alone set aside. This article of faith 
is part of the illusion of omuni- 
‘potence that occasionally afflicts 
eitizens of a Great Power. Like the 


agreement against whoever violated 
it, became common. 

Over the years, the concept of 
guarantor and guarantee has 
changed somewhat, but the basic 
idea remains: an outside power with 
sufficient means (Le, ἃ Great 
Power) accepts a commitment to 
uphold a particular state of affairs. 
Guarantees are not always linked 
to a formal peace treaty, nor are 
they any longer given to both 
parties in a dispute, but typically 
are extended to a smaller state that 
feels itself threatened (for example, 
the guarantee of Belgium against 
Germany by France and Britain in 
the Locarno Traaty of 1925). 


Tt is clear at first glance 

from the recent history of 

guarantees that the guaran- 

teeing power is not a dis- 
interested third party, benevolently 
extending its protection with judi- 
cial impartiality. Great Powers 
guarantee small states against 
threats to their “independence and 
territorial integrity’ when they 
have some particular motivation for 
doing so. Generally, they are moti- 
vated by a desire to keep the 
guaranteed state out of the hands 
of another Great Power, either be- 


ance rarely exists. Since 1815, there 
have been perhaps eleven guaran- 
tees based on ἃ mutual stand-off 
between bordering Powers and of 
these only one — the French and 
British guarantee of Siam — seems 
to have been effective. The other 
cases, including the classic 1839 
guarantee of Belgium by France and 
‘Germany, have generally ended dis- 


astrously, 

The same is true of buffer states 
unilaterally guaranteed by one 
Power ἐ the other, such as 
the 1935 Soviet guarantee of Czech- 


oslovakia (vs. Germany) or the act 


French-Belgian “alliance” of 1919- 
1986 (also va Germany), Of some 
16 guarantees, only two 19th 
century cases (Serbia, 1856-1878; 
Uruguay) seem to have held firm. 
Only in “dominated” buffers, where 
the guarantor was protecting his 
own sphere of influence {such as 
the Soviet “guarantee” of Mongolia 
vis a vis China), were the guaran- 
tees generally effective. 

Buffer states are in an unenvi- 
able position, of course, facing po- 
tential threats from both Sides. 
What of states that have only one 
Great Power neighbour, such as 
Mexico or Finland? it is often in

Guarantees are a recurrent theme 
in the history of international peace 
agreements because they serve, or 
at least are designed to serve, a 
vital function. Promises among 
states are notoriously unenforce- 
able, and thus any peace agreement 
itself may be worth “no more than 
the paper on which it is written.” 
Negotiators may try to achieve 
ἃ measure of relative advantages 
from a treaty such that no state 
will be tempted to challenge it, 
3S Was apparently the case with 
the Treaty of Vienna (1815) — at 
least for a while.
